Need to make it adjustable, though, Keith, so that you can set the beat 
note to the pitch you prefer. 


Ab old trick we used to use with such radios was to merely set another 
radio near the desired receiver and tune it to the same band. By varying 
the tuning of the "other" radio you can inject a front-end oscillator 
signal that will beat with the desired signal. You may have to play 
around with positioning the two receivers to get the signal coupling 
adequate. 


Also a signal generator or transmitter VFO operating at the signal 
frequency can be used to make the cw readable. But you have to tune it 
match the desired signal frequency. That is the advantage of an i-f 
oscillator - no tuning required once the offset frequency is set up.

Sending slower doesn't always improve copy at the other end. This 
is particularly true when there are lots of loud static or lightning 
crashes disrupting communications. I find it easier to copy CW 
under such circumstances at 25 wpm that at 5 wpm--I can write 

down complete characters and piece together the exchange at the 
higher speeds. At slow speeds I find it tough to piece together 
bits and pieces of characters; though when I was really into CW 

I could sort of reorganize poorly spaced CW into what the guy 
intended to send a bit better at slow speeds. 


Conditions on 40 meter during the QRP TTF were an excellent example; 
signals were loud but chopped up by even louder static crashes from 
thunderstorms. I often encountered such conditions running 80 meter 
CW nets during the summer.--Zack W1VT

A number of folks have asked me this privately, so I will answer here ... I 
use whatever graphics program or combination of programs works for how I 


want my card to look. Sometimes, it takes quite a bit, because I'm 
sometimes inclined to overdo it perhaps. 


For my current card, I created most of the graphics elements using PovRay, 
although the US map was grabbed from some clip art, modified using 
Improces, and used as a heightmap for PovRay. Generally, the graphics 
elements get worked over for one reason or another with PhotoStyler, 
Picture Publisher, or some similar program. For example, the ray tracing 
of the paddle and icom was too bright to be used as a background, so the 
contrast was reduced and the image lightened in Picture Publisher. (Even 
so, in the scan of the current card on QRZ the background is a little more 
brilliant than it is in the real card). In the case of the current card, 
some pieces were assembled with Altamira Composer. Finally, the whole card 
was assembled, the boxes and text added, in PageMaker. But as someone 
said, any graphics program can do it. It's a question of what you want and 
what tools you like to use. 


I've received so many inquiries about my card I'm considering writing a 
program. After all, a lot about QSLs is pretty common, and a lot of the 
common stuff is kind of a pain to compose in, say, Windows Paintbrush. It 
will probably take me a while to get the time, but it should be a fun 
project. I would appreciate any suggestions folks could send me (off the 
list - let's not clutter it with stuff that isn't strictly QRP). Almost 
certainly I'll do the program in Windows (because that's what everyone has) 
and almost certainly it will either be freeware or copylefted.

People mess with the weighting 
on their electronic keyers and get them all screwed up too. Machine gun 
dits and long dahs, or set the character speed at 40 when they're sending 
at 20 wom. All that makes for sloppy code that is hard to copy. There 
is a proper rhythm to code and messing with it in any way screws it up. 
Trying to set your keyer faster to make you sound like a fast-op when 
you're not makes you sound like a lid. A good way to check this is to 


tape record yourself and listen to it a day or two later and see if you 
like the sound of it.

Anything from about 60 to 120# should work, but check your printer. A lot 
of them won't take actual card stock. Some specialty places make something 
around 304 that will work in almost any printer, but it's a little light 
for a QSL and expensive, too. 


Also you need to watch out for the surface. Card stock intended for a 
typewriter or impact printer might not work too well in your laser or 
inkjet. If possible, test before you buy. Plain surface card stock isn't 


too expensive, tho, unless you get fancy (maybe $8-9/500 at your local 
OfficeMax or Staples). But the glossy stuff can get downright outrageous - 
sometimes as much as $1 a sheet.

My own experience, operating CW on 6M where it is not an artform, tends to 
confirm that view. I get thru best with the keyer set to 15 and spacing a 
little slower -- something of a lefthanded Farnsworth. 


By the way, the 5 wpm convention came from an observed fact: when one knows 
all the characters, he can copy 5 wpm. The pilots had to learn Morse for 
beacons and my uncle, T.A. Wilbanks, the oldest living Silver Eagle from 
American Airlines, can still recognize most of the characters at age 90. He 
learned the code long enough ago to have been a pilot for FDR's wife.

Sending slower doesn't always improve copy at the other end. This 
is particularly true when there are lots of loud static or lightning 
crashes disrupting communications. I find it easier to copy CW 
under such circumstances at 25 wpm that at 5 wpm--I can write 

down complete characters and piece together the exchange at the 
higher speeds. At slow speeds I find it tough to piece together 
bits and pieces of characters; though when I was really into CW 

I could sort of reorganize poorly spaced CW into what the guy=20 
intended to send a bit better at slow speeds.=20 


Conditions on 40 meter during the QRP TTF were an excellent example; 
signals were loud but chopped up by even louder static crashes from 
thunderstorms. I often encountered such conditions running 80 meter

A good clean AM signal will take 10 KHz this allows for a passage of up 
to 5000 Hz in audio. If the rig has audio filters in place to limit the 
high end to say 3000 Hz the signal would be 6 KHz wide. 


I have heard AM xhigh fidelityx signals up to 20 KHz wide but this is 
the extreme, passing a high end of 10 KHz. 


And as I have said check the bandwidth of any of the higher speed 
digital modes and you will be quite surprized how wide they xreallyx 
are!

Maybe so, 
but when Ade Weiss was flirting with coherent cw, in which the RX is 
syncronized to the TX and only on for the character, a side finding was that 
optimum information transfer occurs at about 12 wpm. 

I have to agree with Zack. Here in the lightning capitol of the world, I 

can easily lose every letter in a word at slow speed when it's chopped up 

by static. If the same word (name, QTH, etc.) is sent at 25 WPM or 

better and sent twice, I can usually fill in any letter I missed the 

first time around. A major source of irritation is when I ask for a 

repeat and the station slows down to 5 WPM to send it. Usually miss it 

then, too...

Ab old trick we used to use with such radios was to merely set another 
radio near the desired receiver and tune it to the same band. By varying 
the tuning of the "other" radio you can inject a front-end oscillator 
signal that will beat with the desired signal.

This is in response to Keith, whose original post I have deleted by 
mistake. Keith queried the group with a request, "Is there a simple 
circuit I could use for a BFO?" 


Remarkably, of the two responses he got that I read, neither could have 
been of much use to him. 


One response was in essense , "Yes, there is such a thing as a simple 
BFO, build it yourself." 


The other response I read gave the advice, "Make it adjustable (among 
other things)." 


I have the impression that Keith is a beginner in his radio adventures. I 
took his request as such, anyway. 


I know I wouldn't be anything other than confused by such replies, well 
meaning that they may be. 


So Keith, if you're out there, try one of the little T-Kits offered by 
Ten-Tec. Is is called the "Universal BFO for Shortwave Receivers", and is 


their model1050, and sells for $9.00 plus shipping. It has a spiffy 
little instruction booklet, tells you how a BFO works, and comes with all 
parts needed. It can easily be put into most radios, but requires a radio 
with a 455kHz IF frequency, which shouldn't pose a problem. It's 
adjustable, too. 


If you want to roll your own please let me know and I will try to find a 
known working circuit for you. I have it tucked away and looked for it 
but haven't found it yet. It's pretty simple. It uses a miniature 455 kHz 
IF transformer, a couple of capacitors and resistors, and one cheapo 
transistor. 


If your project is a one time deal, I suggest going with the T-kKit to 
save time and frustration. I've used one and it works.

I thought some of you might be interested in a problem I've been having 
with my R7000. Cushcraft was good about replacing the coil last year when 
I experienced problem aprox. 8 months after buying it. Not sure if they 
will help me out this time or not. 


The following was my most recent e-mail to them 


I've once again experienced problems with my R7000 CT1 coil. 


Last September Cushcraft sent me a replacement CT1 to fix a problem I was 
having. It in fact did fix things up until just now. The same problem 
came back, High SWR on all bands above 10 meters. Ten was ok. I could 
shake the antenna and the SWR would jump all over the place, so I knew I 
had a loose connection. 


First; I removed the matching network and cleaned it up. It had a few bugs 
that took up residence inside. Reinstalled and the problem was still 
there. I then removed it from the support mast and put a DVM across each 
loading coil and found that CT1 was intermittent when I shook it. Turned 
out to be a loose screw on the lower side that hooks to the loading coil 
wire that comes out from within. I tried to tighten it, but it was 
stripped. I put a new screw, slightly bigger, in and everything is now ok. 
I also RTV'd that connection on all three coils. 


Question: Is this going to be a yearly thing where I experience problems? 
The antenna is not even two years old and CT1 has had problems it seems 
every 8 months or so. My R7 was up in the air for 3-4 years and I never 
had to take it down for any maintenance at all. The reliability factor was 
what prompted me to stick with Cushcraft and upgrade to the R7000 in the 
first place. 


Have there been any improvements in the R7000 to increase it's reliability 


that I should pursue?

Some 35 people including extended family members braved the 100 degree 
heat to come to the CQC Picnic at Daniel's Park. I hope they all had a 
good time (I know I did). 


Highlights of the day were the two "real radio" events, the Run For the 
Trees, and the QLF left-footed sending contest. 


The QLF test was really interesting to me personally because I had heard 
about them all my life but never seen one. Contestants were given a 
script to send, thirty seconds to send it, and graded on accuracy (50 
points), speed (25 points) and presentation (25 points). The sending text 


was CW IS THE ONLY LEGAL MUSIC ON THE BANDS. The key was lent to us by 
the Denver Radio Club (thanks, guys), with el cheapo CPO added by yours 
truly late Friday night) and takes about a 30 pound pressure or impact to 
trigger. All of the performances were highly entertaining, and there were 
a couple of ops who were said to do better QLF than they do on the air 


[g]. 


The Run For the Trees was a somewhat novel event, at least to the extent 
that none of us have heard of it being done before. The idea was for the 
competitors to take off from a common starting point with whatever they 
could carry in the way of a radio station, run, walk, waddle or whatever 
to some attractive spot, set up the station, and achieve the first HF QSO 
with a station outside Colorado. I assigned a judge to each station to 
report back when each station first transmitted, and when the first QSO 
was made. In view of the heat, I had decided we should limit the attempt 
to thirty minutes total, and if no QSO was logged then the winner would be 
the station who got on air first. 


We had four competitors (WOHEP, KOFEI, ABOCD, and WOAH), and it was 
immediately apparent that they were taking this very seriously. 

Looked to me as if they had all done some fairly serious "scouting" 
beforehand and new exactly where they were going. The park is something 
of a plateau, and all four ran straight to spots just off the edge, being 
the closest "trees" they could attach antennas to. Well, not quite 
straight-- Dough WOAH dropped his gear about three quarters of the 
distance to his site and had to pick it all up before continuing. 


First on air was Rich, WOHEP with an elapsed time of 1:58. Last on the 
air was Dough WOAH at elapsed time of 9:55. But Doug scored the first 
QSO, a station in WI, at 16:20 elapsed-- 1W, SSB, from an old Atlas 
Rx/Tx-110, and a diple at 8 feet agl average. He also logged the second 
QsO, CW, to CA. No other QSO's were logged in the 30 minutes. 


All four stations said it was good fun, but there was also a universal 
opinion that next time should be in spring or fall [g]. 


Other events, in which non hams were participants, included a 2m shotput. 
We used a 2M HT made out of a piece of 2x4. I broke the antenna off it 
while demonstrating the difference between "put-ing" and throwing, but it 
still work. We rejected Rich WOHEP's suggestion that any no-code Tech's 
should use their own HT's. 


And the water balloon toss was fun too, expecially when Secretary Jan's 
NOQT balloon developed a pressure leak.
